( one of the greateſt Rivers in the World ) in the 
Arch-Dukedom. of Aaffrix; it contains in Circuit 
about 5oco Geometrical Paces, and is famous for its 
bn and for its Cathedral dedicated to St. Sze- 
phen, (the Steeple whereof is 465 Foot high, of hew- 
en Stone, curiouſly carved into various Figures) but 
eſpecially "ris renowned for the Repulſe given to the 
Turks Azz. 1526. of whom #.vo hundred thouſand un- 
der the conduct of S/yman the Magniticent, belea- 
gaer'd it for a long time ; but by the valour of Frede- 
rick the 24, Eleftor Palarine, and other Princes, they 
were forced to raiſe their Siege, and retire with the 
loſs of foxr/core thoufand men. And whether the Turk 
at chis time may have any better -ſuccefſe againſt 
ir, is a queſtion ; the Fortifications. being much im- 
proved, a diſcreet and: valiant - Governour plated 
in it, and 18 thouſand Souldiers in Garriſon, beſides 
the S:ho/ars and Burghers, and good tore of Proviſion - 
ang Ammunition laidin ; yet the Vizzer attacques it 
with all imaginable fury, andis prodigal of the lives 
of his Souldiers ; it being affirmed that he hath alrea- 
dy loſt 2o thouſand of his men before it.” Nor are 
the Chriſtian Princes wanting to gather together a 
ſtrength to repell theſe Mahumetans ; The Duke of 
Lorrain has a conſiderable Force not above a day or 
two's March of; and only waits the caming up of ].
